THE BATTLE OF OMICKAMAUGA. 
Gon, Stcedman’s Diyislon—Tho Record it 
Mado op the 20th, 
Brom Our Special Correspondent.

Among tho many dirisions of the Army of the 
Cumberland which coquitted themsolres nobly in tho 
Dattles of the 19th avd 20th, tho lat Division of the Re. 
sorve Corps, commanded by Brig.-Gen. James B, Steed- 
man, deserves kone mention, 

On tho 16th the Ist brigade of tho division, oommandod 

by Brig.Gen, W, ©. Whittaker, wos sent from Ross- 
villo to tho LitUe Ohickamouga, on tho road to Ring- 
gold. Here, after sundown, a brief skirmish was had 
with the enemy, in which nolther party euifored any 
considerable loaa, 
Qa tho afternoon of the 19th, tho tide of battle, which 
had beon ronning heavily on oar right during tho day, 
reached this brigade, and an engogemont of some floreo- 
ess Was od With the enemy. ‘Tbe position held by the 
brigudo was on tho extreme left of our linos, and the 
Koy to Roseorans’s lino of rotreat, ‘The position was 
much coveted by the enomy, and they made. repeated 
assaults to obtain it, but wore handsomely repulaed, and 
suffered quito severely, especially from our artillery. 

Daring the night of the 19th, tho 2d Brigade, com- 
manded by Col. J, AL Mitchell of tho 113th Ohio, was 
sont to the ald of Whittaker; elso, Cal, Dan, BMoCook’s 
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waa support more opportune; for whilo Whittaker's 


Well-directed firo from Col Mitchell's forces, and when 

the orest of the ridge was gained, the enemy was dis- 
covercd retreating in confusion, and their battory had 
disoppeared. With a loud huzza we followed them; but 
not far. Fresh troops were sont egainst ua and the fre 
became as scathing as ever, We halted in onr advanced 
position, and held {t, while the contending musketry, 
ebarp and uoessant, almost stoned the car. ‘Tbo ene- 
my conatautly strengthened bis linea, and thelr firo be- 
came hotter and quicker, Tho first line wos ordered to 
fall back, Thosecond line took ite place, and held tho 
position ashort time, when the forces wore ordered to 
rotiro to tho orest of the ridge, from which tho enemy 
bad been driven. 

That was tho way the fight, on the part of Stoodman’s 
Division, oponed on that day. It had gainod ogroat 
advantage, but It was not to maintain it without 9 #0- 
vere contest, Bragg’s resorves—tho flower of the Poto- 
mao army—were sent to dislodge us from oar nowly 
gained position. Dut it availed thom not. Battery M, 
1st Tinofs Artillery, was planted far to tho right, ino 
commanding position; and such wea tho conformation 
of the ground, that, as the Robel lincs advanced to tho 
assault, thoy nme under the suro and effectivo range of 
ourgons.

Hero they wero formed into closo colamna by Te 
ments, with division front; and, with a line of akirmish- 
ars thrown forward, and along the left flank, tho divi. 
sion resumed its march, It-was through un extonsive 
sirctch of meadow land, oyorgrown with weeds almost 
breast bigh, that onr course lay. Heavy batteries of 
the enemy's artillery were posted in tho Woods on our 
loft, and as wo ndynnced through tho meadow, to form 
ajanotion with Thomes, they opened upon uso fear- 
ful fre, But few troops in thedivision bad ever soon 
mora of wer than is enconntered in brisk ekirmighing, 
‘and nono bad ever beon under such afire. But Whittaker 
with hia staff, and Col, Mitchell and staff, rodo steadily 
in front of their brigades, and their troops, although tho 
shells end shot fell fast end thick around and among 
them, wavered not in their march, but kopt right on, 
leoving many of their comrades dead and wounded on 
tho ficld. Atthat moment, tho spectacle, td ono not 
inured to all the pageantry of war, was intensely grand. 
‘Tho brigade and regimental colors doated gayly in tho 
light of the midday sun, The far-strotching columna of 
troops, with glistening woopons, moved forward with 
uniform motion, presonting, at o distance, the appear: 
ance of one compact masa, On tho loft, dense masses 
of sulphurons smoko hang Just above the trees, and in 
front and clong the lines, the shells were bursting in the 
air, while tho solid ehot, acemingly Imbuod with Infornal 
energy, plowed tho ground, bounding end plunging ovor 
the ficld, leaving oll oyer the meadow Little conda of 
dust to mark thelr couree. That march, through that 
Morm of shell and shot, was a fit introduction to the 
fcenes upon which that division was about to enter, 

But little timo was ocoupled in reaching Thomas, 
Where Gon, Granger, commanding the reservo, and 
Gon. Stesdman, wore alresdy holding oonsnltatlon with 
him. As wo opproached, Gon, Whittaker, whoso 
brigade was in tho advance, wes told that {t was abso- 
lately noceseury that ho should drive the enomy from 
the ridgo on our right, where heavy foroca bad boon 
massed, 09 if for the purposo of flanking Thoms. In- 
deed, tho ocoupation of that ridgo was ao throatoning, 
that, {f tho enomy continued to hold it, Thomes must 
havo retired. Whittaker said bo would take tho ridge 
and he did it 

‘Thla is tho way {t wes dono: The six regiments of tho 
Ist Brigndo were formed in two lines—tho first com- 
prising tho 96th inols, Col. Thomes EK.

Continuing on due north over the Natfonal rond | to know tho terms of thi 
dorning all the bridges they passed, the Rebals appeared 
at Washington, an important county town, the people 
of which bad been warned of this vialt, and had removed 
tholr valuables and horses, at 70. m..

As coon cs tho prisonors were properly disposed of 
oar cavalry resnmed tho poranit of Morgan, under the 
command of Gen. Scbackleford. Recelring information 
‘on tho way that Morgan was making from Bolloville to 
Hamphrey's Ford, furthor sbovo, ho took the ehortest 
route for that point, but arrived near it only in timo to 
noo tho Rebels moyo off at a gallop ina northern direc- 
tlon, His command boing absolutely exhaasted, and the 
eun having eet, bo reluctantly went into blrousc. 

About ono o'clock, scouts having reported to him thot 
Morgan woe moving northward {n the direction of| 
Athens, he immediately dispatched o column {n pursuit. 
A fow hours later, reports reached bim that the Rebels 
wero moving westward o fow miles north of his blyonso, 
on roads leading to tho river, whon ho started after 
them with the rest of bis commend. 

This was on the morning of Monday, the 20th. ‘Tho

Burneido, after hearing the Coptain'’s statements, sent 
for Morgan and informed him thot his claim waa no 
yhan arrogant, and that he would hayo to 
confined thersin until

gerd to the exobange of oflcors.__ And to the Peniten- 
tlory tho chief Rébel marander went on Thuredny, and 
tho rigorous prlsgn discipline has probably, ero this, 1n- 
doced him toreflect upon the mutabllity of human uffairs 
in general, and the mocrtainties of war in particular. 


‘Thus ends, for tho present at least, tho career of ono 
of tho boldest, moat activo, and mischiovous workors in 
the worst of causes misled humanity ever supported. 
Remembering that sinéo tho Foll of 1861 he has cnp- 
tnred many thousands of Union troops and small-arms, 
not a few pleces of artillery, plandered dozona of towns, 
robbed and destroyed millions of dollars worth of pri- 
vyato property, the loyal public may wall rejoico that he 
Js rendered harmless. 

‘As to his Ioat ond grandest of rafds, it must bo ed- 
Judged, from military point of viow, 03 one of tho 
greatest follies of tis war. It was of vicious concop- 
tlon end execution, 60 reokless and iil-celouloted na to 
mako success impozaltle, It had ne strategio object or 
offeot, “Instead of overwhelming tho invaded States 
with tho torrors of invasion, it only sroused thelr mor- 
tial spirit, developed tho onflinchin; 
of their inhebitente, and impressed thom with the no- 
cesaity of home organization, Teneo, upon tho whole, 
the lesson may well be enid to bo worth all it cost. 
Miserah’e failure that the Rebel foray in Ohio and 
Indiana has resulted in, it will novortheless over havo 
ita place in history a2 a mont remarkable instance of the 
roving capaoitica of esvwry.
